Futile Attempts to Rescue tlie Souls on 


Hoard the British Ship Blenveniie, 
Who, Benumbed with Cold, Were Full- 
ing Into the I>eep One hy One—Several 
of the f.ife Saving Crew I»rowned—Dis- 
aster* Witnessed by Thousands. 
LONDON, Nov. 11 —Another furious 


•outh-easterly gale is sweeping over the 
British coasts and is causing aa immense 
aiiount of damage. From a number of 
paints alrejdy the news has been tele- 
graphed that ships are ashore and that 
their crews are in danger of drowning or 
a1 ready drowned. Following so closely 
upon the many recent storms which have 
spread death and destruction on the 
coasts of England, Ireland and Scotland, 
and which have done an immense amount 
of damage to the crops besides flooding 
whole districts and destroying railroad 
embankments, this latest storm is really 
more thaa even, the most sanguine of 
British farmers can pass through without 
despondency. 


Captain, Wife und Son Drowned. 


To give an entire list of the wrecks re- 


ported would lie a difficult and len«thy 
task. A dispatch from Hythe, Kent, just 
received, says that the Frenih schooner 
Edirimi H. foundered off that place and 
hat the vessel's captain, his wife aud 
on were drowned iu spite of the efforts of 
.he life savers who were enabled to take 
»ff the rest of tho crew. The captain of 
he Edirimi, however, refused to leave 
.he vessel aud his wife and son refused to 
>e separated from him, preferring ilrown- 
ng with the gallant sailor to l>eins» saved 
without him. A telegram received at 
Fibout the same time from Sandyate, not 
ar from Hythe, says that the Biitish ship 
Jienvenue of Glasgow has been driven 
ashore there after a terrible struggle. 


Could Not Float the Lifeboat. 


The crew of the Sandgate lifeboat, sta- 
ion made every effort possible to lauurh 
heir boat but without success. The life- 
boat was rolled over aud over by the 
pounding surf and finally the life-savers 
tave up the attempt to get her afloat. 
.'he rocket line was then called into 
service and four times did the little can- 
non belch forth its shot aud chain to 
which the cable hue was attached, but 
each time the shot fell short'of the en- 
dangered vessel. All this time crowds of 
jeople were standing upon the shure 
retching the agony of the crew ot the 
Menvenue who had been lashed to the 
ihip's rigging for hours, numbed with 
cold and drenched to the skin by tho 
spray which flew over the ship. 


Bi-ave Voliiiiteem. 


Hosts of volunteers went to the Assist- 


ance of the regular lift-boatmen, and the 
amateur life savers tried to do what the 
regular boatmen had failed to do. 
Three 


times the volunteers, assisting the reg- 
ular crew, tried to get the lifeboat through 
,he terrible surf but still without success. 
During this time the situation of tho 
men in the rigging of the Bienvenue be- 
came more desperate every moment. The 
women and children aud even strong men 
ashore, realizing that all hope of saving 
them must be abandoned, wrung their 
lands and wept and a cry of horror passed 
o 
% er the crowds as, one by one, the 
numbed, weakened sailors dropped from 
;he Bienveuue's rigging and were swal- 
lowed up by the angry waters surging 
aiound the doomed craft. 


The Hythe lifeboat finally got afloat 


but capsized while trying to reach the 
shipwrecked crew. fceveral of the life 
savers were drowned.

counling of cars there were killed during 
the year ended June oO 18S9, over 300 men, 
while 0,757 were injured 
During the fol' 


lowing year 300 were killed and 7,841 in 
jured 


Col Hames, president of the American 


Railroad association, reminded the com 
mittee that the association was now en- 
gaged in making the master carbullder (ver- 
tical hook) standard coupler throughout 
the system, that type having been agreed 
upon as the best. Hames said there was 
1 200,000 freight cars in the country, only
